MECCA FOR BIG CROWDS

With something of die air of the openings at the Metropolitan, or 


in the les.«cr, but more personal, exhibitions in Greenwich Village, 
the Palace of Fine Arts presented its Oriental Department on Fri- 
day afternoon, when from all over the bay country came friends of 
art—men and women who put away the commcrcialitics and even 
bridge for the thing at hand.

Senatorial Allusions 


Senator .Johnson makes his great point on the 


voting disparity between the United States and 
Great Britain, together with its five dependen- 
cies, under the proposed League of Nations' cov- 
enant. 
After an interpretation of how it would 


work—how. in controversies between this coun- 
try and England, the two principals would have 
to stand aside, but this country could never ex- 
I>ect favorable action from any of the five colo- 
nies—after dwelling upon this feature he went 
to the bat in characteristic fashion. "What sort 
of American is he who wants to put his country 
in jeopardy of this sort? * * That is why 
men have got to stand up in the United States 
Senate and be counted. * 
* Stand up! You are 


either pro-British or pro-American!'' The imag- 
ination does uot have to be stretched to conclude 
that these allusions involve personages close by. 
who have very industriously 
sawed wood all 


through the discussion, yet whose attitude in 
other British controversies would seem to war- 
rant a ready declaration in this. Senator John- 
son has here sustained his reputation for putting 
his finger on a sore spot. It is generally under- 
stood that he referred to his colleague in the Sen- 
ate from this State. 
Quiet at the Hall 


Candidates are treading softly around the city 


hall. These are somewhat parlous times. There 
is much doing and in the air that may not assimi- 
late with the candidacies and ambitions of some 
who at other times are particularly 
outspoken. 


The strikes and general labor unrest for instance. 
These may not break favorably for everybody who 
aspires to office. When no election is on liber- 
ties may be taken with the labor question: but as 
a imAieipal election draws near, and so much 
has gone before and promises to come after, it is 
different.

There i* no 
purpose here to spread propaganda against the 
League of Nations, but ii might put tltis country 
at a disadvantage if the claim should be- even 
superficially considered l»y such interpretation of 
the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, f am not famil- 
iar with the provisions of that treaty, but must 
believe that a recession to any nation, much les* 
the Mexican nation, is. unthinkable. 
About Sponsors 


The municipal campaign has already disclosed 


a defect in the election law. Sponsors are neces- 
sary when a candidate desires to get into the 
running. Certain things are stipulated of spons- 
ors, but not that ihr-y must show that thev have 
been requested by the principal to act. or have in- 
formed him that they are going to act. This de- 
fect in the law was discovered in Supervisor 
Schmitz's case. He filed his papers in his candi- 
dacy for mayor, with sponsors of his own choos- 
ing, but was surprised to read of .ID additional 
sjfonsor having filed in his b-iialf.

tional one was WarfiHd. whom ihe principal did 
not know.

recent destruction by fire of a church edifice at 
Alameda.

There is ccrfaii'Iy an inscruta- 
bility in the ruthless destruction in a few hours 
of a handsome temple of worship, built tip by 
many years of faithful effort, without the cause 
of vtich destruction becoming known, l.nt it is 
not as great as that occasioned by the holacaust 
that started on that fateful April day. and de- 
stroyed forty churches while it skipped the Hotal- 
ing warehouse with 2700 barrels of whisky which 
was right in its path. 
Additional Hetch Hetchy Bonds 


I t was expected even before cos-ts doubled that 


the forty-five million dollar bond issue voted in 


1!)JO for the lletch llelchy project would not 
prove adequate.

A Tragedy Recalled 


It is interesting how one reminiscence merges 


in anothr-r. The little church in which the Catho- 
lics of Alameda first worshipped stood on the cor- 
ner of a large lot, as I have said. The only growth 
on the lot was a small live oak tree near the 
center. When a Practical Samaritan came rush- 
ing in with the news that a man had shot himself 
down by the Catholic church there was nothing 
to do but to drop everything and run all the way 
to the place of tragedy with him and others. Ar- 
rived there, sure enough, there was a man propjx-d 
up against the oak tree, with a bullet hole in his 
forehead and a paper pinned across his breast, 
reciting that his name was Howell. and that if 
word were carried to the residence of A. F. ('raven 
who lived near by, the subsequent p l c ) l ccdings 
could be attended to. The 1'racticai Samaritan 
hesitated not an instant. He unhinged a door 
while the rest of us stood shivering: tin- feio de so 
was laid thereupon and carried to the hoii.-e 
designated, the inmates of which had been noti- 
fied. Undertakers were not as (hick then as now. 
There was one in Oakland but none in Alameda. 
The Practical Samaritan, taking account of this, 
immediately set to work preparing the |,0,jv f(1[. 
burial.

The subject of moonshiners came up. as the

In this class belongs M. T. Rau, 
who lives at 04a Jones street, San 
Kruiicis-co. A few days ago he ended 
a jaunt of 10.200 miles, his itinerary 
including twenty-one .states and a 
,good many points of interest in sev- 
eral of them. Some of his experi- 
ences weie rather exciting, some 
umusing, many pleasant and a few 
decidedly unpleasant—but all inter- 
esting. 


The 
transcontinental 
tour was 
made in Dodge Brothers car, pur- 
chased for that purpose. 
Kau re- 
turned with enough enthusiasm over 
the performance of his machine to 
charge a dozen caset> of soda water, 
lie re.senus even the intimation that 
there might be t>omewhere on the 
planet a. car more dependable than 
lilt, own. in proof of his contention 
he asserlj. that he averaged mort> 
than twenty miles to the gallon of 
gasoline, came back on the original 
tiros, didn't spend a cent for re- 
pairs, and that after a good bath his 
car looks almost at. good as new. 
Twenty days was spent on the trip 
to Syracuse. New York, where lives 
the SO-year-old mother of the mo- 
torist, whom he journeyed to see. 
Traveling eastward, Kau took tho 
northern route, and on the return, 
the southern. 
His homeward trip 
required only twenty days' time, but 
he was held up for two days by vio- 
lent rain storms near Kansas City, 
•which made the roads Impassable 
until they had been scraped. 


GOKS TO 1SAST COAST. 


After spending live days in Syra- 
cuse, he went on to New York City, 
taking his brother with him as far 
us iiiduk-town. 
Ha started back 


through Hartford. Albany, .Rochester 
and Auburn, picking his brother up 
at Middletoin and returning him to 
his home in Syracuse. From there 
he followed the M.me route back as 
going until he reached Sandusty, 
Ohio, from whore he branched off 
oft' Lo Columbus. From Indianapolis 
west he had h.ird traveling becau.sc 
rains transformed the roads into 
long quagmires in a night: he was 
delayed two days at Excelsior. Mo- 
on account of the storms raging in 
Kansas. 
At this stage of his Journey ho de- 


cided to go to Colorado Springs in 
order to ascend 1'iKe's Peak, 14,100 
feet high. His Dodge Brothers car 
is reported to ha\c accomplished this 
feat easily, showing no tendency to 
overheat. 
Then he went through 
Pueblo and Trinidad over the Katon 
Pass in New Mexico. This pass is 
said to be exceedingly rough because 
of blasting while road-building is in 
progioss. and detours are impossible. 
He was held up only an hour, but 
others were forced to wait four or 
live hours before being allowed to 
pass. 
Near Santa Fe sheer loneliness 


caused Kuu to pick up an Indian, 
whom he carried a. good 
distance. 
He was surprised to learn that tho 
Indian could not speak a word of 
Knglit.li, merely motioning when he j 
wanted to alight from the car. Both 
in New Mexico and Arizona the mo- 
torist found the roads M> poorly 
marked in small towns that he had • 
dilllculty in finding his way. Several • 
times lie thought on getting some , 
distance from a hamlet that he was , 
on the wrong road, because it ap- , 
pcared to be little traveled, and re- 
turned only to discover that he had 
been headed in the right direction.

Rau left here July 5 and reached 


homo September 15. being gone sev- 
enty-two days. 
His average dally 
trip was about 200 miles. The bfc 
thing which impressed him on the 
trip, he asserts, Is that California 
roads are the best in the entire 
United States.
